1. Clainns 2-6, 15 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 depends from claim 2 and thus is considered incomplete. 
Claim 2 recites the limitation "said tool" in line 1 . There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. Claims 3-6 are rejected for depending from the 
aforementioned rejected claim 2. 

Claim 15 recites the limitation "said tool" in line 1. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 21 recites the limitation "the wellbore pressure safety margin" in line 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.
